NOTICE is hereby given that a 
petition has been presented to the 
Council of the Town of Didsbury 
under the provisions of the Early 
Closing Act, praying for the passing 
of the following closing by-law. 

The Mayor and Council of the 
Town of Didsbury, in Council as- 
sembled, enact as follows: 

1, The term ‘‘Shop” in the By- 
Law shall mean and include any 
premises or place where retail trade 
is carried on and shall also include 
the premises or place in which a 
blacksmith or other artisan carries 
on his trade, but the expression 
“Shop” shall not include any prem- 
ises where any of the following 
businesses are carried on; namely,-- 


Post Office, sale of medicines and 
medicinal and surgical appliances, 
sale of refreehments for consumption 
on the premises, the rale of tobacco 
or other smokers’ requisites, confec- 
tionery and barber shops 

2. No ‘Shop’? ehall be kept open 
for business in the Town of Dids- 
bury nor shall any business be con- 
ducted therein after 10 o’clock p.m., 
on al] Saturdays from the let day of 
January to the 3let day of Decem- 
ber, both days inclusive, in any 
year 

3. In the case of a shop wherein 
several trades or businesses are car- 
ried on to any oneof which this by- 
law does not apply, such shops may 
be kept open after the closing hour 
mentioned in Clause 2 hereof for 
the purpose of those trades and 
businesses only to which this by-law 
does not apply, and on the front 
door and in a front window a card 
not less than 2 feet square on which 
there shal] be printed in English in 
type not lessthen one inch high, the 
following words: *'This shop is clos 
ed by law except for the sale of (here 
detail exempted merchandise).’’ 

4 Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this By-Law shal] be 
liable on summary conviction to the 
penalties imposed by the Karly Clos- 
ing Act. 

NOTICE is hereby further given 
that objections to the petition pre- 
sented to thecouncil praying for the 
passing of such by-law on the ground 
that such a petition is insufficiently 
signed or otherwise affecting the 
validity or sufficiency thereof must 
be filed with the Secretary-Treasur 
er, on or beforethe 16th day of Jan- 
vary, 1989, and that if no such 


objections are filed before the said} 
date the council will forthwith pro- | 


ceed to pass the said Closing By- 
Law.
